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Eagle and Wildcat faculties clash

On February 5, the first ever 
Faculty “Holy War” basketball game took 
place in the St. Edward gymnasium. Two 
prestigious high school rivals came togeth¬ 
er in an effort to help the West Side 
Ecumenical Ministry, more formally 
known as WSEM, reach their goal of five 
thousand dollars. The teams were each 
comprised of faculty members from both 
St. Ed’s and St. Ignatius. The event includ¬ 
ed a half time show as well with a per¬ 
formance from the Trash Talkers and con¬ 
tests with expensive prizes. 

WSEM is a non-profit social 
service organization that administers four¬ 
teen different social programs for low- 
income families. When they came into 
existence in 1966, the West Side 
Ecumenical Ministry believed that they 
could have a serious impact on the com¬ 
munity in their mission and service. 
Nonetheless, they offer basic services such 
as counseling, job readiness, senior pro¬ 
grams, and youth services. 

The money that was collected 
from the faculty basketball game benefited 
the food distribution area of WSEM. 
Initially, tickets were pre-sold at four dol¬ 
lars. They were then sold at five dollars at 


the door. Everyone, including students and 
outsiders were allowed to watch the rival 
school’s faculty in contest. However, stu¬ 


dents primarily occupied the gym during 
the first ever faculty basketball game. 

At halftime of the “Holy War” 
basketball game, the Trash Talkers made a 


debut performance. The Trash Talkers imi¬ 
tated the famous musical group Stomp, as 
they banged on trashcans in harmony. 


Many of the members of the Trash Talkers 
are also members of the school marching 
band. 

The student committee, who sold 


tickets before and after school prior to the 
event, had also organized the way the fac¬ 
ulty game was laid out. The school com¬ 
mittee of St. Edward made most of the 
important decisions, including the decision 
to invite certain faculty members to repre¬ 
sent St. Edward on the court. As all 
extracurricular activities tend to go, a 
moderator is required. For this activity, 
however, Mr. Kerr was the moderator as 
he oversaw the progress of event. 

The faculty members who repre¬ 
sented St. Edward included Ms. Torrence, 
Mr. Seiler, Mr. Corrigan, Mr. Tubbs, and 
many more. Every teacher represented 
something different, as they played the 
game for fun. From Ms. Torrence’s outra¬ 
geous dunking skills, to Mr. Seiler’s strate¬ 
gic play calling, to Mr. Corrigan’s effort of 
creating chemistry between team mem¬ 
bers, St. Edward put up a valiant effort, but 
fell short in the final minutes of the game. 

Also at half time, three students, 
one from St. Edward and two from St. 
Ignatius, had their names drawn to win one 
hundred dollars. The students had to make 
one half-court shot within thirty seconds 
for the prize. Two students were able to 
successfully capture their goal.

Mission Program currently under review

Since its implementation at the 
beginning of this school year, the new 
MISSION Program has prompted fresh¬ 
men and sophomores to have many ques¬ 
tions and concerns. Some believe that the 
concept of visits, rather than hours, is 
unfair. Others think that there is too little 
time to finish the service requirement. 

“I think there is too much asked 
of us in a short period of time,” remarked 
sophomore Sami El-Dalati. “The MIS¬ 
SION Program is too lenient with granting 
extensions. We might be motivated to do 


the service if the program weren’t as 
lenient.” 

To find answers to such concerns. 
The Edsman interviewed Mr. Kerr. A great 
many concerns were discussed, including 
the fairness of using visits and how the 
MISSION Program will differ in the 
future. 

One of the main concerns with 
the program is regarding its use of visits 
rather than hours. Some consider it unfair 
because one visit could be cleaning up 
after a school Mass for twenty minutes or 
volunteering at Habitat for Humanity for 
five hours on a Saturday morning. In that 


regard, some believe that measuring serv¬ 
ice in hours would be more accurate than 
visits. 

Mr. Kerr, however, pointed out 
that one hour of service means different 
things to different organizations. “The idea 
of serving,” he said, “is helping others 
with what they need help with. Service is 
about doing what people need.” 

With that logic, measuring serv¬ 
ice in hours poorly reflects the amount of 
help a student’s service gives a particular 
organization because an hour at one organ¬ 
ization may help complete a task, when, at 
another it would not. 


Another major student concern 
regards the time given to complete the 
service. Many students have great difficul¬ 
ty finding time in their schedules to com¬ 
plete it. According to Mr. Kerr, however, 
that dilemma is unique to this school year. 
The MISSION booklets were distributed 
much later than the Office of Ministry and 
Service had hoped, and, therefore, students 
had less time than expected to complete 
the service requirement.

The Edsman celebrates fifty years

The Edsman is celebrating the 
publication of its 50th volume of the paper 
this year. For fifty long years, the newspa¬ 
per has provided St. Edward with impor¬ 
tant news and given students a chance to 
voice their opinion. 

A publication called We the 
Students was produced before The Edsman 
was created in 1954. Brother Regius 
Gendron established the early publication 
before the school building was construct¬ 
ed. In Positive Values: Celebrating Fifty 
Years of Excellence, Mr. Glasenapp noted 
that We the Students took a major role in 
reporting the early development of the 
school, especially through the music 
department. We the Students was pub¬ 
lished alongside The Edsman for six years. 

One of the main articles of We the 
Students was a report on how our school 
mascot was chosen. Suggestions included 
the Cubs, Regents, Crusaders, Warriors, 
Eagles, and Arrows. “Eagles” was chosen 


to replace the already existing “Irish.” 
According to Positive Values, the Irish 
mascot “lacked universality.” We the 
Students had such an impact that the 
school began adopting ideas from it. 
Cartoonist George Doyle, who created the 
“Eddie Eaglet” mascot, is a prime example 
of the influence the publication had upon 
the beginning phase of the school’s exis¬ 
tence. We the Students was more than a 
newspaper. It was a way of life and a 
paper of memories. The publication also 
consisted of the Student Handbook and the 
yearbook. 

We the Students dissolved as The 
Edsman became a four-page newspaper. 
Since then, it has undergone many 
changes. The 1982-1983 Edsman consist¬ 
ed of Old English Text headlines that were 
centered in the middle of the page. The 
newspaper then contained ads and 
coupons for Papa Johns, a policy since 
condemned by the school. In 1990, The 
Edsman didn’t follow the standard folding 
layout. The newspaper was made into a 


book, which included cartoons of eagles 
choking cats and movie ads. The 1993 
paper reverted back to a standard layout, 
which had a student forum and letters to 
“Solomon the Wise.” The 1993 Edsman 
also had an issue titled The Edsham, which 
was a paper dedicated to the senior class. 

From then on to the current day, 
The Edsman has remained relatively 
unchanged. Our current staff made histo¬ 
ry when we changed the old “E” in our 
masthead to the new athletic “E,” an idea 
that was aimed at increasing the aesthetic 
appeal of the front page. 

There is no doubt that The 
Edsman will continue to change in future 
years. We can learn to appreciate the past 
because we can learn so much. The past is 
what makes us who we are and what The 
Edsman is now. When we throw the past 
away, we are in a sense throwing ourselves 
away. 

My grandfather, Gerald Vaxman 
‘56, loved the school very much. He saw 
the beginning days of the school, the days 


We the Students focused on. His death was 
a great loss to our family, even though he 
passed away long before I made the deci¬ 
sion to attend St. Ed’s. Every day, I see his 
picture on the poster in front of the school, 
the one titled “1955-1956 Eagle football 
team,” and I know he’s watching over me. 
Looking back through the years, I saw 
how it was when he went to school, and 
our school is what is based on the early 
years.

Metallica will be returning to 
Columbus on Friday, September 24, at the 


Schottenstein Center (formally known as 
Value City Arena). Godsmack will be 
opening the show at 7:30 p.m., and tickets 


cost $55. The last time Metallica played in 
Columbus was in July at Summer 
Sanitarium. This anticipated show is 
expected to be one of the great concerts of 
early fall. Metallica is spending the spring 


and summer touring in Europe and the 
western region of the U.S. 

Finally, the number 2 rated tour

Ozzfest will be going “old 
school” on the main stage as it hosts Ozzy 
Osbourne, Judas Priest, and Slayer. Judas 
Priest, with their reunion with legendary 
singer Rob Halford, is expected to release 
a new album. Slayer is one of the loudest 
and hardest bands ever created, which will 
definitely put the edge on the main stage. 
Also playing on the main stage will be 
Superjoint Ritual, Zakk Wylde’s Black 
Label Society, and the Norwegian gods of 
black metal, Dimmu Borgir. 

Hot Topic will once again spon¬ 
sor an anticipated second stage. 
Headlining the stage will be Slipknot, 
Hatebreed, and Lamb of God. Slipknot is 
rumored to have a drastic change in their 
image, and this will be Lamb of God’s first 
appearance at Ozzfest, as they earned their 
spot with popular hits like “As the Palaces 
Burn” and “Ruin.” 

Atreyu, Bleeding Through, 
Lacuna Coil, Every Time I Die, Unearth, 
and God Forbid will also be on the second 
stage. Lacuna Coil, Italian for “Empty 
Spiral,” is a melodic metal band full of 
energy, and Atreyu is ready to rock the 
stage. 

Jamey Jasta, lead singer of 
Hatebreed and host of MTV 2’s 
Headbangers Ball, expects this year’s 
Ozzfest to be the most metal and jam 
packed Ozzfest ever.

Additionally, beginning this 
school year, MISSION booklets for the 
first semester will be distributed the spring 
before they are due. That gives students 
ample time to complete their service 
requirement, even giving students the 
option of completing it over summer 
break. 

A great concern to Mr. Kerr is the 
number of students who do not seem to 
take their service seriously. 

“It is disappointing to see a stu¬ 
dent whose parents invest so much in his 
education blatantly dodging such a key 


The producers of the Passion, 
including Mel Gibson, knew the religious¬ 
ly charged story could be the cause of 
great resentment from many Americans 
and institutions. To address this problem, 
the film was screened by the Vatican, reli¬ 
gious groups, and small test audiences sev¬ 
eral times prior to public release. Although 
criticism emerged, the film was released 
and has become very successful. 

Many have said that the contro¬ 
versy the film has created has been more 
effective than any normal media campaign 
could have ever been. In fact, the film did¬ 
n’t even air television ads until after its 
release. All the pre-release hype was cre¬ 
ated by the interviews on media news net¬ 
works like Fox, CNN, and NBC. Most of 
the controversy has been over the film 
itself.

Any visit that cannot be 
verified will not be given credit. Those 
checking the booklets are evaluating the 
MISSION booklets for completeness, 
accuracy, and effort. 

Completed MISSION #1 and 
MISSION #3 booklets will soon be 
returned to freshmen and sophomores so 
that they can see the completed evaluation 
of their service.

Some attention however has been 
given to the film’s head producer, Mel 
Gibson.

Gibson, a 
devout Christian who takes the biblical 
Passion of Christ as literal history, invest¬ 
ed about $30 million of his own money to 
make the film. Some are reluctant to 
accept a religious film from Gibson 
because of his Hollywood persona. Yet, he 
has been able to keep attention on the film 
rather than on himself and remain relative¬ 
ly behind the scenes as a producer rather 
than star. 

The Passion of the Christ is out in 
theatres and is rated R for violence and 
realistic gore. Viewers agree that the film 
is an intense experience.

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Wrestlers win another state championship

The Eagle wrestling team won its 
20th state championship last weekend in 
Columbus, keeping its streak alive with 
eight consecutive wins. 

The team was predicted to have 
its worst year. However, against all odds, 
it easily took the state title with 165.5 
points (Massillon Perry was second with 
111.5 points). The Eagles had three state 
champions, which included freshman 
Shawn Harris (103), sophomore Lance 
Palmer (112), and senior Albert Madsen 


(125). The team also had three state run¬ 
ner-ups, which included freshman Sean 
Nemec (130), and seniors Kevin Ward 
(145) and Chuck Koz (160). 

In Thursday night’s preliminary 
round, the Eagles won 11 of the 13 match¬ 
es and took the lead with 35.5 points, as 
Cincinnati Moeller took second with 17.5 
points. After Friday, the team clinched the 
state title with 145.5 points. 

“We had a very a good week at 
practice right before we went to states,” 
said Coach Urbas. 

The Eagles were well on their 


way to winning the state championship 
when they came in first place at sectionals 
with 335 points, advancing 13 of the 14 
wrestlers to districts. 

After doing well at sectionals, the 
wrestling team dominated at districts, 
advancing the 13 wrestlers to the state 
tournament. The team came in first with 
296 points, while Garfield Heights was 
second with only 104.5 points. The 
wrestling team had 8 district champs with 
Shawn Harris, Albert Madsen, Sean 
Nemec, Pat Phelan, Rob Hatzegi, Tony 
Spooner, Chuck Koz, and Vince DiDona. 


“This year’s team was extremely 
coachable and I’m really pleased that the 
team met the challenge of facing one of the 
toughest schedules we’ve ever had. I want 
to give a special thanks to all of the seniors 
this year, even those who didn’t start 
because they stayed loyal to the program 
and helped the team prepare for sectionals, 
districts, and states,” replied Urbas.
